three city stabbings 
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DON’T FORGET: CLOCKS GO BACK ON SATURDAY NIGHT 


A POSTMAN has 
appeared in court 
accused of carrying 
out a series of brutal 
stabbings in Ely 

Thirty-three-year-old 
Philip Gregory, of 
Broad Street, Ely, has 
been charged with 
three counts of wound¬ 
ing with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm. 

He appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day and the case was 
adjourned for a preliminary 
hearing at the city’s crown 
court next week. 

No applications for bail 
were made and Gregory was 
remanded in custody 

Residents have spoken of 
their shock after the late 
night knife attacks. 

Three people were stabbed 
in two incidents in central 
Ely at about 2am on Sunday 

One man was stabbed in 
the stomach in Market 
Square. Shortly afterwards 
another man and a woman 
were stabbed in Broad Street. 
Two of the victims suffered 
serious injuries. 

Elaine Griffith-Singh, 
chairman of the Ely Traders 
Association, said the inci¬ 
dents were a “real concern” 
for the city 

She said: “I had to be at 
work early on Sunday morn¬ 
ing so was up at around 
4.30am, and was shocked 
when I saw police cars 
everywhere and areas 
cordoned off. 

“I have lived here all my

life. Yes, there have been 
murders nearby and argu¬ 
ments which have resulted in 
someone being stabbed, but 
this seems to be different. 

“It is really concerning and 
I just hope that today’s knife 
culture is not making its way 
to the usually quiet streets of 
Ely” 

Staff at fast-food restau¬ 
rant USA Chicken, on Fore 
Hill, just off the Market 
Square, said there had been a 
“strange” atmosphere over 
the weekend. 

Paul Bopp, the restaurant’s 
manager, said: “We close at 
2am so we did not see or hear 
anything. 

“But things had been 
strange that evening and 
over the whole weekend to be 
honest. 

“We seemed to have more 
hassle than usual - fighting 
is expected after drinking on 
a Saturday night but multiple 
stabbings are unacceptable 
and extremely shocking.” 

Nick Ball, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s Community Safety 
Officer, said: “The incident at 
the weekend was a vicious 
one but as horrific as it is, 
crime of this sort is a very 
rare occurrence in Ely and 
East Cambridgeshire. 

“Nevertheless it should be 
taken very seriously and the 
district council is working 
with our partners so we can 
work to prevent incidents 
happening in the future.”

With help 
you can do 
anything, 
says Billy

W HETHER he’s 
setting world 
records on 
his motorbike, taking 
a screaming Jeremy 
Clarkson for a spin on 
Top Gear, or parading 
in high heels as a 
pantomime dame, 

Billy Baxter 
epitomises the phrase 
“living life to the full”. 

His daredevil exploits 
have raised thousands for 
charity - and are all the 
more extraordinary when 
you discover that Billy is 
completely blind. 

The ex-serviceman, who 
began to lose his sight 11 
years ago, now travels the 
country giving talks to 
schools on behalf of blind 
charity St Dunstan’s. And, 
full of fun, it’s no surprise 
he is asked to come back 
time and time again. 

“It’s one of the most 
rewarding things I’ve ever 
done,” says Billy. “I love 
showing youngsters that 
people who are disabled 
can do things, and inspiring 
the kids to do things with 
their own lives.” 

Born and bred in Ely, 

Billy, 44, joined the Army 
straight from school. As a 
staff sergeant in the Royal 
Horse Artillery, he served 
around the world, but it 
was on a peace-keeping 
operation in Bosnia in 1997 
that disaster struck. 

Collecting evidence for 
the War Crimes Tribunal, 
Billy had the harrowing task 
of exhuming mass graves. 
To this day he doesn’t 
know whether it was the 
chemicals he was using, or 
the germs that surrounded 
him, but he ended up with 
bacteria on his fingers: “It 
was a hot day, and I 
rubbed my eyes...” 

Tragically, he contracted 
a rare virus that began to 
attack his optic nerve. 
Within two weeks he was 
blind in one eye. 

“When I came back on 
leave my wife noticed I was

walking into doorframes, 
and started to scream 
when I was driving the car,” 
says Billy, in typically jokey 
fashion. “Then one day I 
was working on my 
motorcycle, and my other 
eye just went ‘bang’ and I 
was blind. It was so scary. 
My sight restored a little bit, 
then one morning I woke 
up and couldn’t see my 
wife in bed next to me.” 

With medication, Billy’s 
eyesight recovered slightly 
then deteriorated four more 
times, before failing for the 
final time in 2000. He 
became one of the few 
registered blind people 
who have absolutely no 
residual vision, unable even 
to detect light from dark. 

“I was devastated, 
suicidal. I kept saying: 

‘Why is this happening to 
me? What have I done 
wrong?’ I was very bitter 
and very angry, not with the 
Army-I’d join again 
tomorrow -1 was angry 
with life itself. I wasn’t in 


control any more, and as a 
young man, that was 
horrendous. 

“My family could see me 
imploding. I’ve got three 
kids, and they’d say: ‘Why 
does Dad keep crying? 
Why is he losing his 
temper?’ I’d all but given 
up hope, and it wasn’t until 
I went to St Dunstan’s that I 
saw the light, so to speak.” 

It was Billy’s wife, Karen, 
who persuaded him to visit 
the charity that provides 
support to blind ex-service 
personnel. After being 
assessed, he began an 
intensive rehabilitation 
programme at its training 
centre near Brighton. “The 
staff take you from rock 
bottom and build you up,” 
he remembers. 

“The hardest thing to 
learn was humility; I was 
always so independent and 
headstrong, so learning to 
accept help from other 
people was tough. I’m a lot 
better at it now.” 

The charity gave Billy a 


new lease of life, and 
encouraged him to take up 
sports again, with a guide 
at his side. “I can ski better 
now than when I could see! 
I’ve got more balance, and 
my legs understand what 
the slope’s doing. It’s the 
same with horse riding -1 
become part of the animal 
now. I can go at full gallop, 
and the sense of freedom 
is amazing.” 

They also encouraged 
him to get back on his 
beloved motorbike, and in 
2003 he broke the land 
speed record for a blind 
rider on a motorcycle, 
clocking up an incredible 
164.87mph. “St Dunstan’s 
taught me that you can do 
anything if you put your 
mind to it,” he says. 

Billy has even been the 
“Star in a reasonably- 
priced car” on Top Gear, 
billed as “Blind Man”. “That 
was so unreal,” he laughs. 

“The Stig did the initial 
training with me, then 
Jeremy Clarkson sat in the 


car with me for the lap. He 
screamed like a big girl’s 
blouse! He was a really 
nice chap - all the team 
were. I beat Richard 
Whiteley, Harry Enfield and 
Terry Wogan; they must’ve 
been reversing round!” 

Over the years, Billy’s 
charity escapades have 
included banger-driving, 
double-decker bus racing, 
and even running the 
London Marathon. 

But his rehabilitation is 
ongoing: “It’s normal things 
that are the hardest to do - 
going to the shops, 
preparing a meal, finding 
your clothes and getting 
dressed,” says Billy. 

And he admits he still 
bumps into things: “Oh, 
every day! It’s normally 
because I’m rushing 
around. I’m my own worst 
enemy. I’ve not fallen out of 
heels doing pantomime 
yet, though...” 

Because yes, on top of 
everything else, Billy is 
hooked on amateur 
dramatics. This Christmas 
he’ll be gracing the stage in 
two pantos; as the Magical 
Mole in Haddenham, and, 
in Wilburton, as the Old 
Woman Who Lived In A 
Shoe: “I love the macho 
roles,” he grins. 

In the meantime, Billy 
continues to visit schools 
with a collection of special 
glasses that let the children 
experience how it feels to 
be blind, and gadgets, from 
a speaking calculator to a 
Braille watch. 

In spite of his disability, 
he is inspiringly optimistic: 
“I’m one of the lucky ones 
- I’m still alive, and I’ve got 
my limbs. I’ve got mates 
who are a lot worse off 
than me,” he shrugs. 

“My advice for anybody 
that’s losing their sight - or 
anything like it - is accept 
what’s happening to you. 
Don’t clam up and keep it a 
secret. Seek help, and 
never, never give up. If you 
have a positive outlook in 
life and really good friends 
behind you, you can do 
anything.” 
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Pensioner’s body 
found in river 

A PENSIONER whose body was found 
in the river at Ely is thought to have 
died of a heart attack. 

Stephen Davidson, 70, was spotted in 
the water near the Fen River path, close 
to Kiln Lane, by a passer-by at 9.30am 
last Thursday. 

Paramedics were first on the scene, 
near the Environment Agency’s 
building, but found he was already 
dead. 

It is believed the Ely pensioner had a 
heart attack while walking near the 
water’s edge. 

Phil Carpenter, coroner’s officer, said: 
“Mr Davidson died of natural causes 
and we think he had a heart attack 
while walking beside the river. 

“He had no next of kin but a close 
friend, who is currently in France, is 
travelling back to deal with things.”

‘Mereham must 
not happen again’

CAMPAIGNERS who 
were overjoyed when 
plans for a controversial 
new town were scrapped 
are taking action to 
prevent the scheme from 
ever re-surfacing. 

Plans for the 5,000-home 
Mereham settlement were 
thrown out by Hazel Blears, 
Secretary of State for 
Communities, on August 28. 

Ms Blears agreed that the 
development should be rejected 
as it would be a “largely dorm¬ 
itory settlement”, merging 
Wilburton and Stretham and 
causing the two villages to lose 
their identities. 

Even though the rejection 
came as a huge relief to 
campaigners, there was still a 
six-week period when the 
applicants, Multiplex Stannifer, 
could have appealed the 
Secretary of State’s decision. 

But no appeal has been made 
and the Mereham website has 
been taken down. 

Councillor Bill Hunt, who led 
the Say No to Mereham cam¬ 
paign and represents Stretham 
for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC), said: 
“The six weeks is now up and 
no appeal against Ms Blears’ 
decision has been made. 

“This is such good news and

the fact that the website has 
been scrapped shows that the 
dreadful threat of Mereham has 
been defeated. 

“Mereham is dead and we 
want to see the whole issue 
buried very deeply and forever, 
which is now one step in the 
right direction.” 

But members of the cam¬ 
paign group are now seeking 
legal advice to prevent the 
scheme from ever re-surfacing. 

Cllr Hunt said: “It is possible 
that some planner could find 
the Mereham plans on a dusty 
shelf in a few years time and 
try to bring them back to life. 

“Any chance of this happen¬ 
ing must be prevented and we 
are now looking into how we 
can stop this from ever happen¬ 
ing again. 

“We cannot have a large 
developer forcing its way into 
our area of countryside again.” 

South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice said the fact no 
appeal has been made is good 
news but warned there was 
always the chance the plans 
could re-surface in the future. 

He said: “This is certainly 
good news and it looks like it is 
the final point in regards to this 


application. But we can never 
say never as far as plans are 
concerned and we must always 
be on our guard with Mereham. 

“This was not the first time it 
had reared its ugly head and 
this could always happen some 
day down the line. 

“It is brilliant that the 
campaigners are looking at 
ways to stop it from ever re¬ 
surfacing but I do not think 
there is such a guarantee. 

“But if there is a way of 
stopping it forever then this 
action must be taken - it would 
be awful to have to go through 
the battle again.” 

Ms Blears’ rejection followed 
a nine-month wait since the end 
of a three-month public inquiry 
into Mereham, which saw all 
levels of local democracy, 
including parish, district and 
county councils unite against 
the plans. 

Nick Tindall, vice-chairman 
of Haddenham Parish Council, 
said: “This is brilliant news - 
finally Mereham can hopefully 
be put in the past. 

“It is not appropriate or 
needed in this area and I think 
this has been proven thanks to 
the hard work of everyone. 

“You can never say never, but 
I think the developers must 
have realised this and 
effectively, they have been 
defeated.”

Car collides with 60mph 
train at level crossing 


A MAN whose car was 
involved in a collision 
with a train travelling 
at 60 mph suffered only 
minor injuries. 

The driver, a man in his 
early 20s, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge on Friday 
evening after the crash at 
the level crossing on 
Victoria Street, Littleport. 

Emergency services were 
called at 11.38pm and after 
cutting him free from the 
car, he was taken to hospital 
by ambulance. 

But having suffered only 
minor injuries in the colli¬ 
sion, he was released less 
than 24 hours later.

Four fire crews attended 
the scene, including two 
from Ely and one from 
Littleport and Downham 
Market. 

The train was travelling 
from London King’s Cross 
to King’s Lynn. None of the 
30 passengers on board at 
the time was injured. The 
driver of the train was also 
unhurt. 

A British Transport 
Police spokesman said: “We 
received reports that a car 
had been struck by a train 
at Littleport’s level crossing 
at 11.38pm. 


“Cambridgeshire Police, 
Cambridgeshire Ambu¬ 
lance Service and Fire 
Brigade also attended. 

“The train, which was 
travelling at around 60mph 
was heading into Littleport 
station at the time of the 
collision. 

“There were no injuries 
apart from the driver of the 
car, who was discharged 
from Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital the following day. 

“There was slight damage 
to the train. 

“The investigation into 
the cause of the incident is 
ongoing.” 

Harald Rauch, landlord of 
the Black Horse, which is 
near to the crossing, said: 


“There was a group of 
people standing by the 
window and all of a sudden 
some of them started 
screaming. 

“The music was quite 
loud and we were really 
busy at the time so I did not 
hear a thing. 

“It is a shocking thing to 
happen and in the year I 
have been at the pub 
nothing like this has ever 
happened.” 

Services were disrupted 
between London King’s 
Cross and King’s Lynn, 
affecting passengers travel¬ 
ling between Cambridge, 
Ely and Littleport, with 
journeys delayed for up to 
60 minutes.

totalling £920, including three 
at the city’s Lloyds TSB bank. 

Appearing before Ely Magis¬ 
trates on Thursday, the court 
heard he had done this while 
under a community order for 
assaulting a 17-year-old boy. 

All the outstanding money 
has since been paid back to his 
father. 

His lawyer explained 
Seymour has since moved to 
Peterborough to get away from 


the friends who had led him 
into his drug habit. 

Chairman of the bench 
Bryant Watson said: “You are a 
36-year-old man who has been 
given so many opportunities. 

“You are making a big effort 
now to put the past behind you 
and that is why we have not 
gone down the custodial route. 

“This is now your last 
chance.” 

Seymour had his previous 
community order revoked and 
is now under supervision for 
18 months, which will see him 
undergo drug tests every 
fortnight.

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Car crime falls 
as police sting 
hailed a success 


A THREE-MONTH 
crackdown on ve¬ 
hicle crime, bad 
driving and poorly- 
maintained cars 
has dramatically 
reduced car crime, 
police have claim¬ 
ed. 

The action in Ely 
came as figures ob¬ 
tained by the Weekly 
News under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act showed there were 
1,748 incidents of 
vehicle-related offences 
in the city since May 
2007 - an average of 3.6 
incidents a day. 

The most common 
offence was criminal 
damage to cars, with 599 
incidents recorded in 
the past 16 months, 
while there were 588 
vehicle break-ins and 
420 motor thefts. 

Car crime accounted 
for 30 per cent of all 
crime in Ely sector, with 
common theft making 
up 19 per cent and 
burglary 14 per cent. 
But an anti-car crime

operation launched in 
July has helped to re¬ 
duce the wave of vehicle 
crime in the Ely police 
sector. 

It has seen police 
dedicate special patrols 
aimed at lowering car 
break-ins, use covert 
surveillance to capture 
prolific vehicle thieves 
and issue warnings to 
motorists caught driv¬ 
ing irresponsibly. 

Sergeant Chris Acourt, 
who oversees the Ely 
sector, said: “Our action 
has certainly made an 
impact and we have 
noticed a reduction in 
vehicle-born nuisances 
and crime. 

“We are using covert 
and overt operations to 
deter this crime and 
we’ve seen some very 
positive results. 

“We will be contin¬ 
uing the crackdown 
towards Christmas.” 

Exact figures regard¬ 
ing the operation will be 


released at the next 
neighbourhood panel 
meeting for Ely, which 
will take place at City of 
Ely Community College, 
in Downham Road, Ely, 
on October 29 at 7pm. 

It follows July’s meet¬ 
ing, attended by 70 
people, in which police 
announced that car 
crime would be their 
priority after listening 
to concerns from the 
public. 

Alan Williams, neigh¬ 
bourhood panels coord¬ 
inator for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council, believed the 
meetings had helped 
instigate the latest 
police action. 

He said: “Every issue 
that has been raised by 
residents at the panels 
has been acted upon 
without fail. 

“The panels allow three 
levels of councils to come 
together, alongside other 
organisations, to listen to 
issues that affect people 
in their communities. 

“It’s all about listen¬ 
ing and then making im¬ 
provements.”

Etheldreda, has been honoured at a 
service. 

The event at the cathedral on Friday 
also saw the Bishop of Huntingdon, 
the Rt Rev Dr David Thomson 
installed as a member of the College 
of Canons. 

Dr Thomson moved to Ely following 
his consecration at Southwark 


Cathedral as bishop on July 3. 

He is a full-time assistant to the 
Bishop of Ely, the Rt Rev Dr Anthony 
Russell, who has the oversight and 
pastoral care of nearly 350 parishes in 
the Diocese. 

As Bishop of Huntingdon, Dr 
Thomson shares in the general duties 
of the diocese such as parish visits, 
licensing and supporting clergy.

Travel time cut for patients as 
GP launches operating theatres 


MINOR operations are closer to 
home for patients in Littleport 
after a GP practice launched an 
innovative scheme. 

Dr Stephen Maher and partners, 
with the The Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in King’s Lynn, have 
opened operating theatres at St 
George’s Medical Centre in 
Parsons Lane. 

For patients, it means being 
treated closer to home and 
avoiding round trips of some 50 
miles to the nearest hospitals, 
Addenbroke’s in Cambridge or 
the Queen Elizabeth. 


Dr Maher said: “The specialist eye 
surgeons will be carrying out a 
range of procedures that can be 
safely carried out under local 
anaesthetic, such as cataract 
removal and lens implantation 
and a range of eyelid 
procedures.” 

Initially, the two health 
organisations have joined forces 
to provide ophthalmic services, 
but hope to provide more surgical 
services in the near future. 

The £100,000 cost of setting up 
the new facility is being met by Dr 
Maher’s practice. 


Managing partner Yvonne 
Bartram said: “In an effort to 
provide the local population with 
surgical services closer to home, 
we have struggled very hard to 
bring this project to fruition.” 

Gary Shepherd, who was 
appointed by the practice to 
further practice-based 
commissioning and to develop 
the new service, said: “We hope 
to fully utilise our theatres and we 
would be interested in working 
with any provider who will help us 
extend our range of services to 
our patients.” 


Child ban for 
ex-teacher who 
fondled pupils 


A FORMER music 
teacher who sexual¬ 
ly touched students 
during cello lessons 
has been banned 
from unsupervised 
presence near chil¬ 
dren. 

Roger Lunn, once a 
cellist with the London 
Symphony Orchestra, 
was handed the order by 
Ely magistrates. It 
followed a hearing in 
which magistrates 
upheld complaints by two 
pupils, who claimed 
Lunn repeatedly placed 
his hand down the back 
of their underwear 
during one-to-one tuition. 

Lunn, a committed 
Christian and charity 
fundraiser, branded the 
allegations “total lies”, 
but magistrates accept¬ 
ed the accusations of 
the two boys from 1991, 
though no criminal 
proceedings have ever 
been brought against 
Lunn, 69. 

Lunn, a father of two, 
told Ely Magistrates’ 
Court at an earlier 
hearing he had needed 
to touch the small of his 
pupils’ back to correct 
their posture while 
playing the cello.

Referring to one boy’s 
allegation, Lunn said: 
“He said I swore - I 
never swear. I have never 
sworn in my whole life, 
except on the Bible.” 

Magistrates also de¬ 
cided Lunn had engaged 
in “sexual touching” 
with another student on 
a camping trip in 1969 
after hearing he had 
signed a statement 
admitting “fondling” 
three boys. 

Lunn was banned 
from teaching in 
schools for 10 years, but 
he claimed his under¬ 
standing of the word 
“fondle” was “to hug” 
and was pressured into 
signing the misleading 
statement. 

Chairman of the 
bench Hamish Ross 
said: “Mr Lunn tells us 
this was nothing more 
than a caring arm 
around their shoulders. 
We find this is im¬ 
plausible because by 
signing the statement 
he has tarnished his 
good name and thrown 
away his teaching 
career without protest.” 


Magistrates dismissed 
two further allegations 
against Lunn, of Gran¬ 
ary Lane, Littleport, 
including one that he 
exposed himself to a six- 
year-old boy in January. 

The court heard 
Lunn, reeling from the 
death of his wife, had 
befriended a woman 
who had asked him to 
tutor her son for a 
choral scholarship. 

The mother asked 
Lunn to travel with 
them to Truro for a 
trial, yet only booked 
one small room to 
share.

William Case Morris, 
who is known as the 
‘Dr Barnado of Argen¬ 
tina’. 

“He has football 
stadiums and railway 
stations named after 
him in South America, 
but nothing in his 
home town, where very 
few people know about 
him. 

“A museum would 
help change this. 
Soham has a very 
significant past and we 
need a place where 
people can explore it

Mrs Martin is now 
establishing a museum 
trust, but is hoping a 
benefactor will emerge 
to help them purchase 
the High Street site, 
which is now up for 
grabs.

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Soldiers unleash the Bulldog 



SOLDIERS from Cambridgeshire 
put their latest bit of kit through its 
paces when they deployed on 
exercises for the first time since 
returning from Afghanistan. 

The 1 st Battalion of the Royal 
Anglian Regiment - nicknamed the 
Vikings - tested out their new 
Bulldog armoured personnel 
vehicles on Salisbury Plain. 

The troops are in training for their 
latest challenge after a tour in 
Helmand province last year resulted 
in the deaths of nine soldiers, and 
injuries to 120 others. 

Among the Afghanistan veterans on 
exercise was Lance Corporal Aaron 
Kirby, 23, from Oakington. 

He said: “I’m enjoying training and 
looking forward to future operations. 
“Training like this is good for the 
new boys who have joined since we 
came back and it’s good to get 
back to soldiering. 

“The Bulldog goes across country 
very quickly and easily - it means 1 
can get closer to the enemy.” 

The state-of-the-art vehicle will be 
phased in to replace the Army’s 
Snatch Land Rovers, which offer 
inadequate protection against 
mines. 

The Snatch was designed mainly for 
riot control in Northern Ireland, and 
only protects against small arms fire.

Boyfriend 
faces jail 
for attack 


A MAN is facing jail for 
the third episode of 
violence towards his 
“on-off” girlfriend in 
eight months. 

Jealous Adrian Page was 
arrested after he threw beer, 
over, spat at, pushed and 
kicked his partner Kerry 
Baker, a court has heard. 

The terrified woman fled to 
neighbours after the 39-year- 
old flew into a jealous rage and 
took it out on her, Cambridge 
magistrates were told. 

The couple had been to the 
pub on the night of October 4 
and returned to Ms Baker’s 
Melbourn home for supper 
and a DVD, Paul Brown, 
prosecuting, explained. 

But Page suddenly became 
aggressive and began 
questioning her about her ex- 
husband. 

Ms Baker tried to flee 
upstairs but was dragged 
down by Page who poured a 
pint of beer over her, spat in 
her face then kicked her in the 
legs “numerous times” before 
she managed to escape next 
door. 


Page, of Ferry Way, Little- 
port, admitted common 
assault and that he had been 
cautioned by police in March 
and July this year for other 
beatings he had meted out on 
Ms Baker. 

He claimed she had punched 
him “like a boxer” several 
times that night and denied 
kicking her. 

“Every time we have split 
up, she always comes back to 
me. But this time, it’s 
definitely over as far as I am 
concerned,” he said. 

Sentence was adjourned 
until next month pending the 
preparation of probation 
reports and presiding 
magistrate, Brian Payne, 
warned Page: “Domestic 
violence is looked upon in the 
courts with a great deal of 
seriousness. 

“We are asking for all 
options to be considered in the 
reports we are ordering, in¬ 
cluding a custodial sentence.” 

Page was bailed in the 
meantime and banned from 
contact with Ms Baker, or from 
going to her home or place of 
work.

Road safety schemes 
get & 137k cash boost 


SIGNS advising drivers 
to slow down outside 
schools are among a 
package of road safety 
schemes approved for 
villages plagued by 
speeding motorists. 

Parish councils in East 
Cambridgeshire put in 40 
bids for road improvements 
and seven schemes have been 
nominated for budget app¬ 
roval next year. 

The work is jointly funded 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and the 
parish councils, with a bud¬ 
get of £137,000 likely to be 
available. 

One of the nominated 
schemes is the installation of 
flashing 20mph advisory 
signs outside the primary 
school in Kennett. 

The current speed limit is 
40mph and parish councill¬ 
ors have been campaigning 
for a reduction on the road, 
which is regularly used as a 
“rat run” by lorries travelling 
from the All to the east- 
bound A14. 

Angela Roebuck, acting 
head at Kennett School, said: 
“We would certainly like a 
lower limit than 40mph. It is 
a problematic road which is 
used by a lot of lorries.”

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Queen gives police 
medal to CID chief

A TOP Cambridgeshire 
police officer had a royal 
appointment to collect 
the Queen’s Police Medal. 

Detective Chief Super¬ 
intendent Russell Wate, the 
head of Cambridgeshire CID, 
received the medal for services 
to policing from the Queen at a 
royal investiture at Bucking¬ 
ham Palace last week. 

Mr Wate joined the force in 
May 1979 as a police constable 
stationed in Wisbech. He 
became a detective in 1983 and 
has investigated crimes locally 
and nationally. 

An expert at dealing with 
crimes against children, he has 
been a senior investigating 
officer on numerous major 
inquiries and has received 13 
commendations from judges 
and chief constables. 

The father of three was one 
of the senior officers on the 
investigation into the deaths of 
Soham schoolgirls Holly Wells 
and Jessica Chapman in 2002. 

He subsequently became 
Cambridgeshire’s senior 
investigating officer for the 
Bichard inquiry. 


Reflecting on his award, Mr 
Wate said: “It was fabulous, a 
great occasion. I had my wife 
and our three children with me 
and they have played a huge 
part in my career. 

“The Queen was very 
gracious. She said Cambridge¬ 
shire is a lovely place but we 
had a lot to deal with, with the 
dreadful death of the two girls. 
I said we did our best and 
convicted their killer.” 


The 48 year old is the Assoc¬ 
iation of Chief Police Officers’ 
(ACPO) lead expert on the 
investigation of child deaths, 
vice-chairman of both ACPO’s 
family liaison board and child 
protection working group and 
a member of the national 
Homicide Working Group. 

Mr Wate’s policing award 
was announced in the Queen’s 
formal Birthday Honours list 
in June.

Battler Pickerill 
clinches bronze 


LITTLEPORT Judo Club’s 
Andrew Pickerill returned 
from the British Judo 
Championships at Ice 
Sheffield with a 
bronze medal.
